Lonpvonw, Oct. 6.—The week which brings 
death to twosuch men as Renan and Tennyson 
makes a deep mark on human chronicles. 
Men of both nations instinctively bracket the

Immature Democracy developed from mug- 
wump seed that was allowed to grow after 
mug wumpery had ceased to have any excuse 
at all for existence is the chief cause as- 
signed for the passing of Wayne MacVeagh 
into the Democratic fold by his acquaint- 
ances in Chicago. Just immature De- 
mocracy that ripened unawares, and 
nothing more. Franklin MacVeagh 
says the con version came entirely 
through inteliectual causes. But he has 
been in the Democratic ranks for twelve 
years—an avowed Democrat. Itis understood 
here by Wayne MacVeagh’s friends that he 
was just within the Republican border while 
a Cabinet officer during the Garfield adminis- 
tration. A good Republican, but one who al- 
lowed his eyes to wander towards foreign 
cam ps. 

When mugwumpery broke forth in the land 
his acquaintances claimed that he was afflicted 
with it, as were some others. They liked it, 
and allowed it to develop into the immature 
Democracy that has fully developed in Mr. 
MacVeagh’s case, causing Democrats to howl 
in joy over the alleged defections in the Re- 
publican ranks. 

Edward Isham, who knows Wayne Mac- 
Veagh well, is not at all surprised that the ex- 
Secretary has taken his stand as a supporter 
of Mr. Cleveland. In fact Mr. Isham is the 
first to tell of the evolution of mugwumpery 
when dallied with too long into immature 
Democracy, the stamping out of which be- 
fore development is a difficult task. While 
not surprised at Wayne Mac Veagh’s declaration 
of salvation and conversion, Mr. Isham does 
disagree with Franklin Mac Veagh’s explana- 
tion of how it all came about. 

Not a Buzzard’s Bay Landslide.

“‘I saw the statement conspicuously made 
that Mr. MacVeagh and Judge Gresham had 
gone over—that they had left the Republican 
party.

As far as Judge Gresham is concerned I 
do not believe what has been said about him. 
Judge Gresham is holding a high position in 
the Federal judiciary.

He 
has always been a Republican. He was a Re- 
publican soldier. He was a Secretary of the 
Treasury in a Federal Cabinet under a Re- 
publican administration; and, whatever his 
sentiments may be on one or another particu- 
lar question or as to one or another individ- 
ual, I do not believe that he is turning his 
back on the Republican party, and I will not 
believe it until he has told me so himself.“

MRA HARRISON'S CONDITION UNCHANGED 


— — 


Unless Some New Complication Arises She 


May Live Years. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Oct. 6.—Aside from the 
usual changes characteristic in consumptive 
cases there has been no particular altera- 
tion in the condifon of Mrs. Har- 
rison since she was brought to Wash- 
ington from Loon Lake about two 
weeks ago. Although eritically ill and in a 
condition where a new complication might 
speedily prove fatal, her case is not ab- 
solutely hopeless, and instances are 
known: where persons in a similarly er- 
tremely dangerous Sondition have 80 
far recovered as to enjoy comparatively 
fair health for years. Suchinstances are rare, 
however. The great danger to be feared is 
the reproduction of fluid in the chest cavity, 


which might gather in twepty-four hours and 


prove fatal, especially if the patient could 
not bear the operstion of aspirating. 
Mrs. Harrison’s right lung is entirely consoli- 
dated, so that she has no use of it whatever. 
The left lung is not involved. The patient 
does not exhibit that cheerfulness 
and hopefulneas that are usually 80 
apparent in the case of consumptives. 
This is due to the extreme nervous 
exhaustion from which she suffers.. This en- 
treme prostration has been one great cause 
which has operated against ber rallying. 
Probably the most noticeable result of Mrs. 
Harrison’s illness is great emaciation. Before 
she was ill Mrs. Harrison weighed 167 pounds 
and it is said that she has lost during her pros- 
tration between forty-five and fifty pounds. 


HE USED MONEY BELONGING TO THE III 


William M. Runk of Philadelphia Com- 
mits Suicide—Took $80,000. 
PMA DELTA, Pa., Oct. 6.— William M. 
Runk of the extensive dry goods firm of 
Dariington, Runk & Co. committed suicide 
this morning at his country home at St. Dav- 
ids, near this city. It. is developed that Mr. 
Runk had been for some time during Mr. 
Darlington’s absence dealing in stocks and 
that he did not make these ventures with his 
own funds, but employed the money of the 
tirm to an aggregate of about $80,000. Upon 
Darlington’s return he was informed by Mr. 
Runk that certain bills which had aeccumu- 
lated in the interval, aggregeting the total 
stated above, had been paid. Then the discov- 
ery was made yesterday afternoon that such 
was not the case. Mr. Runk went direct to 
his home at St. Davids. Later in the evening 
he wrote two letters and left them upon his 
library table address¢d respectively to Mrs. 
Runk and to Mr. Darlington, and acquainted 
them with the cause for the act. He was a 
director of the Penn Mutual company of 
this city, and at the time of his death carried 

an insurance of $525,000 upon his life.

CANNOT PRINT THE BALLOTS. 


Not Enough Paper of the Kind in the 
Country for Pennsylvania's Tickets. 

Harrissure, Pa., Oct. 6.—Col. W. Hayes 
Grier, Superintendent of Public Printing 
and Binding, says it is a practical 
impossibility to have printed the elec- 
tion  batlots under the new law 
in time for the election. It will 
requires, he says, 14,000 reams of white and 
tinted paper in equal quantities, which will 
weigh nearly 400 tons.

TO INSTRUCT INDIANA VOTERS. 


Schools in Each Voting Precinct Will Be 
Held by Each Party. 

InpIANAPOLIs, Ind., Oct. 6,—[ Special, }—Be- 
ginning today, under the direction of their 
State committees, the Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats will carry on schools of instruction in 
every voting precinct of the State. Within 
the next week several tons of ballots will be 
sent out.

Irwin Says There Were Instances of Ballot- 
Box Stuffing and Vote Buying. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 6.—[Special. |—State 
Chairman Irwin of the People’s party says 
there was fraud in the election of yesterday. 
He says: There was a great deal of ballot- 
box stuffing. In Dougherty County it was 
shameful. Out in Rockdale County they of 
fered $10 for negro votes. That’s the reason 
that we got no help from the Republicans, 
who would naturally have voted against the 
Democrats. Many of the laboring men were 
told that they would be discharged if they voted 
for the People’s party and the railroads 
gave the same notice to their employés. For 
that reason we did not get out our full 
strength. We shall fight right on through the 
Presidential and Congressional elections in 
November and then we expect to make a far 
better showing.

OFFICERS PREVENT REGISTRATION. 


Deputy Sheriffs in Maryland Disfranchise 
Many Negro Voters. 

Bautimore, Md., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
attention of United States Commissioner 
Bond and United States District Attorney Error 
was today called to the disgraceful conduct 
of five Democratic workers who have been 
acting as Deputy Sheriff during the regis- 
tering of votes at Sparrows Point in Balti- 
more County. At the September registration 
218 colored and sixty-nine white men put their 
names on the book. Yesterday was the last 
day for registration and 250 colored men who 
work in the steel mills formed in line in 
front ot the official register. A line began to 
form some distance away exclusive of white 
men to shut. out the negroes. The deputies 
ordered the colored men to give the white 
men the preference. 

Some of the colored men protested and re- 
fused to yo, while others, more easily intimi- 
dated, left their places and went to the rear of 
the white line. thers who were too slow in 
moving were even pushed out of the line and 
ordered back with oaths and threats. 
James Cooper, a stoutly-built colored 
man, refused to yield up his place 
especially as he was third man from the head 
of the line. After repeated orders to get out 
one of the Sheriffs drew his pistol and began 
clubbing Cooper over the head with it. This 
action nearly caused a riot but the other 
deputies drew their revolvers and terrorized 
the colored men. 

While Cooper, with a severe cut on his head 
and the blood streaming down his face, was 
pulled out of his position and mercilessly 
clubbed some of the white men, seeing that it 
needed but little to start the riot, ur the 
deputies to desist, and they finally id, but 
not until they had forced ali the negroes to 
take positions im the rear of the white linc. 
The facts in the case were submitted to 
the authorities this morning and warrants will 
be issued for the arrest of the Deputy Sheriffs. 
Hundreds of volored men were prevented 
from registering on trifli pretexts. ‘The 
Democratic registration officers rplexed 
them with conflicting questions unsil they got 
them so confused that could not ac- 
curately answer the questions as to the time 
and place of residence, age, ete., and then 
turned them away.

INCREASE IN ILLINOIS MINERS’ WAGES. 


Report of the Buren of Labor Statistics 
‘ of the Coal Industries, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct, 6.—[Special. ]|—Sta- 
tistics given out today by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics show the daily wages uf coal miners 
in Illinois have increased during the lust year 
15.6 per cent. The following was furnished 
by the bureau today: 

The statistics of coal production in IIlinois for 
the year ending July 1, 1892, as reported by the 
State Inspectors of Miners to the Bureau of Labor 
Statisties, present the following totals: Number 
of tons mined, 17,944,989; aggregate value 
at the mines, $19,688,593, Number of 
employés, 33,625. Amount paid in wages, 


$12,835,512. Number of sccidental deaths, 57; | 


number of persons injured, 418. This total prod- 
uct represents an increase over the preceding 
year of 2.284.291 tons. and it is both the largest 
output and the largest yearly increase in produc- 
tion ever recorded in this State. The aggregate 
value of this output is greater by $5,451,519 than 
that of any other year. and the amount distrib- 
uted as wages is $1,633.268 larger than ever be- 
fore, There have been no strikes of importance, 
and asa result of recent legislation the wages 
of miners have been paid on a more equita- 
ble basis and at more . frequent intervals 
than formerly. Distributed among districts, the 
gain in product. has been &s follows: In the 
First District. including the Streator, Braidwood, 
and La Salle field, 375,151 tons; in the Second 
District, embracing the Spring Valley and. the 
Rock Island regions, 293,342 tons; in the Third 
District, including the Peoria and Danville fields, 
466,947 tons; in Fourth District, in the oentral 

art of the State, 689,819 tons; and in the Fifth 
istrict, lying in the southern extremity, 459,360 
‘tons. Five Counties have produced over 
a million tons each, HS follows: 
St. Clair, 1,347,235; Macoupin, 1,823,136; La Salle, 
1,544,311; Grundy, 1,175,084; Sangamon, 1,091,014. 
Fifty-two cullieries have raised over 100,000 tons 
each during the year; last year there were forty- 
three in this class; twelve mines have each pro- 
duced 200,000 tons or more during the year, and 
twenty have delivered an average of over 200,000 
tons. The largest output from one shaft 
was 306,865 tons, which amount was hoisted 
from the Consolidated Coal company’s No. 6.

Protec- 
tion cheapens the article by giving the artisan 
higher wages, free trade cheapens the article 
by lowering the wages of the artisan. Pro- 
tection is the law of nature, the law of reason 
and intelligenge, the law of preservation. We 
can have free trade when all the nations of 
the world pay their labor as we do and enable 
their workmen to live as ours do. 

The people of this country consume and 
spend more than any other people in the 
world. The United States has 5 r cent of 
the population of the world and consumes 
from 20 to 50 per cent of the various products 
of the world. The fight this year is between 
free trade or a revenue tariff aud a protective 
tariff. The nations of Europe want Cleveland 
elected and Harrison defeated, and there is 
not a nation in Europe but would repeal the 
tariff act of 1890, which is just two years old 
today. 

In conclusion Gov. McKinley said that the 
American policy was to legislate for America 
only, irrespective of the views of Europe, 
which wants the trade of this country.

MOLDING MILL DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Two Fireman Injured While Answering 
the Alarm—The Loss $10,000. 

Francis Towner’s resawmg and molding 
mill near Twenty-first and Loomis streets 
was partially destroyed by fire at 10 o’clock 
last night. The flames were first discovered 
about 9:30 o’clock, and a still alarm 
was sent in to Engine-House No. .

$2,000, fully insured. 

Joseph Moran, driver of truck No. 14, ‘was 
thrown from his seat at No. 661 Throop street, 
where the truck struck a brick pilein making 
the run. He was injured internally and was 
removed to his home at No, 51 Wailer street. 

Pipeman Christian Heiser, of engine 36, 
was struck on the head by a falling 2x4 
scantling just as he was making a stand to 
throw water on the fire. He was knocked 
down and taken to the County Hospital, where 
— wounds were dressed, and he was then sent 

ome. 

There were four horses in a stable near by 
— 41 Towner, and two of them were 
severely burned. A lot of horses belonging to 
Alexander C. Soper, President of the Soper 
Lumber company. were in a stable on the 
premises and thirty horses belonging to a 
teamster named Felix Lang were stabled there, 
They were all removed. 

One of Towner’s men said that the fireplace 
in the engime-room was near a pile of shav- 
ings and that the fire probably started from 
that place. The mill had closed down at 6 
o’clock and there was no fire under 
boilers. 

Mr. Towner said: “I don’t want to talk 
about the fire. I don't know how much the 
loss; is I suppose it’s more than 86.000. It 1s 
nearly covered by insurance. I don’t know 
the names of the companies,” 

The fire was in a dangerous locality. Max- 
well Bros,’ planing mill, Felix pes place, 
and the shops of Rabbet, Hartz & Foley wére 
near by, on Loomis street, between Twenty- 
first and Twenty-second, The big lumber 
district on the river was but a few blocks 
away and when the fire st 
every prospect of a big blaze.

Instructions to Election Judges and Clerks 
Need Some Revision. 

The instructions issued by the Election 
Commissioners to the judges and clerks of 
election cou'd easily be more clear, concise, 
and definite. The portions of the instructions 
addressed to clerks are vague and rather hazy. 
For instance, in describing the penalty for 
failure to comply with the law the learned 
Commissioners say: 

Penalty—Any clerk of election (or canvasser) 
failing to canvass his district as required by law, 
will be deemed and held to be ilty of a mis- 
ee and will be punished according to 
aw. 

How much better it would have been to 
— the law on this point, which is as fol- 

ows: 

Sec. 7. lf ang judge of election, poll clerk, or 
other officer of registration, revision, election, or 
canvass of whom any duty js required in this act 
or by the general election la of this State, so 
far as the same are consistent with the provisions 
of this act, shall be guilty of any willful neglect 
of such duty; : 

Or of any corrupt or fraudulent conduct or 
practice in the execution of the same: 

He shall on conviction thereof be adjudged 
guilty of a felony, and shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not less than 
one nor more than five years.

The noon meeting of the Commercial and 


Hall yesterday was addressed by C. L. Dineen 
and Dorsey H. Patton. The usual vocal ex- 
ercises preceded the speaking, Chaplain Lo- 
zier was added to the Weber Quartet and led 
the singing with a campaign song to the tune 
of Marching 2 Georgia, in the cho- 
rus of which everybody joined. 

Mr. Dineen talked on the tariff. It was the 
chief issue of the campaign. This was a bill- 
ion dollar country. It cost $1,000,000 a day to 
run the government. There were two ways to 
raise this money—direct taxation anda tariff. 

“All parties have agreed that because of 
the vast taxation upon our ‘own ple we 
should levy the tax to run the Federal Govern- 
ment upon foreigners. The Democrats say 
that a tariff for revenue should be levied on 
the articles which enter the country free. The 
Republicans say it should not. 

Mr. Dineen explained at length the reasons 
for the position taken by the Republican 
party, pointing out the difference between the 
two parties. 

„American labor gets 50 per cent more 
wages than labor in other countries. The 
purchasing power of every dollar has been in- 
~reased greatly in twenty years. The Repub- 
.ican party has accumulated more money in 
the last twenty years than was accumulated in 
the country from the landing of Columbus up 
to the beginning of that twenty years. These 
are parts of the working of the tariff.“ 

He analyzed the arguments of the Demo- 
crats against the Republican tariff policy. 

The Democratic argument of the present 
campaign is that the tariff is unconstitutional. 
Every President from Washington to Harri- 
sop, even Mills and Morrison, has declared it 
is constitutional. Every point of progress has 
been opposed by the Democratic party as un- 
constitutional. 

The speaker closed with a description of the 
apportionment and gerrymander which could 
be expected from the Democratic party if they 
came into power in Illinois, 

Dorsey H. Patton madea witty speech, in 
which he touched on national and local issues. 
„The Commercial and Traveling Men's Re- 
publican club,” he said, was creating a 
cholera epidemic of Republicanism in Chi- 

ago.

A soprano voice of 
good volume and ample range, warm and 
sym pathetic in quality, and still possessing all 
the freshness and purity of youth, is the vocal 
organ with which the fair Chicagoan charmed 
her auditors last evening. Her singing shows 
that her training has been thorough and judi- 
cious and proved her the possessor of that in- 
valuable gift—a teinperament musical and 
emotion She sings with intelligence, true 
sentiment and excellent taste, and as 
soon as the traces of the studio disap- 
pear from her work, and experience 
brings complete development of all her 
powers, a singer of high worth will be discov- 
ered. The other members of the company 
call for no extended comment. Miss Grace 
Almy sang Sognai and Reinecke's Spring 
Flowers but indifferently well, and found 
her most satisfactory number in a somewhat 
questionable selection for such a concert —the 
song from the Merry Monarch,“ When I 
Was a Child of Three.”

SIGHTED THE WRECK OF THE NASHUA.

It Was Floating Off the Ontario Shore—No 
Tidings of the Crew. 

Port Hvuroy, Mich., Oct. 6.—The steam 
barge Nashua was sighted today by a ‘tug 
eight miles from land off Bayfield, Ont. The 
wreck was bottom side up. It is now almost 
certain that the entire crew were lost. No ad- 
ditional names of the crew have been learned 
today. There were two wheelsmen, two 
watchmen, two firemen, two deckhands, and 
the second engineer in addition to the six 
whose names were sent yesterday, making 
fifteen people in all Men have been ordered 
to natrol the beach in search of the crew. J. 
J. McLean of Detroit, who owned the Nashua, 
with Capt. Richard Millen will leave here at 
daylight with a tug for the scene of the dis- 
aster. . 

Sanp Bracu, Mich., Oct. 6.—The tug How- 
ard, which found the wreck of the Nashua off 
Bayfield, reports that the boiler and engine 
were gone and the mast was broken off. A 
large quantity of wreckage was floating 
around. No tidings of the crew have yet been 
received, 

Gopsrica, Ont., Oct. 6.—Capt. Bogies of 
the schooner Ontario arrived tonight and re- 
ported having passed through wreckage about 
twelve miles southwest of Goderich today. It 
appeared to be part of the upper works of a 
steambarge. Constant’ inquiries along the 
shore bring no tidings that its crew has been 
saved. A strong southwest wind is blowing 
tonight, which will bring the wreck nearer 
shore. ‘he crew, if still afloat in the yawl 
boat, may be able to reach the shore. 


GEORGE W. DELAMATER FOUND GUILTY. 


The Jury Decided That He Was Guilty of 
Embeszzlement—WIII Ask a New Trial. 
MnapviI x, Pa., Oct. 6.— The jury in the 

embezzlement cases against the Delamaters 

returned a verdict this morning of guilty as 
to George Wallace Delamater and not guilty 
as to the other defendants. ‘he jury stood 
ten for conviction and two for acquittal upon 
the first ballot Tuesday night. Mr. Dela- 
mater received the verdict without flinching. 

The defense will apply for a new trial and will 

also question the legality of the act of 1889, 

The defendant was a State Senator fur many 

years and the Republican candidate for Gov- 

ernor in 1890, when he was defeated by Rob- 
ert E. Pattison, the present incumbent. The 
embezzlement charges were the outgrowth of 
the failure of the Delamater Banking compa- 

ny in December, 1890. 

The charge upon which ex-Senator Dela- 

mater was convicted was statutory embezzle- 

ment—that is, the firm received deposits know- 
ing themselves to be msolvent. Since the 
election of Gov. Pattison and the Meadville 

Bank failure George W. Delamater has been 

practicing law at Seattle, in the State of Wash- 

ington, and it has been said that he was likely 
to become prominent in politics on the Pa- 
cific slope. He has even been talked of for 

Congress. 

The penalty is 4 fine not less than the sum 

of money embezzled and imprisonment in the 

peniteutiary for not less than one year nor 
more than six years in solitary confinement 
and at bard labor.

There isa feeling that it is 
best to leave it alone and not exchange the 
existing certainty of good for the prospec‘ive 
certainty of evil. Business-men contemplate 
with growing alarm the demand of the sixteen 
Southern States for the repeal of the tax on State 
bank issues and an avalanche of ‘wildcat cur- 
reucy.. They know full well the absolute con- 
trol which the Solid South” has over the 
Democratic party in the North. They know 
that these sixteen ex-slave States had this 
pestiforous plank inserted in the Democratic 
national platform so that they might again 
manufacture wildcat notes. Business-men 
saw with alarm the Northern Democrats in 
convention yield to this Southern demand. 
They see that if the Democratic party gets 
into power the South will run the Northern 
wing as it did before the war, and the preven- 
tion tax will be repealed, shinplasters will 
swarm forth, and the worthless trash will be 
thrust upon every one who can be forced or 
induced to take it. Business-men can see no 
reason why the present safe and stable cur- 
rency system should be destroyed and blue 
pup and yellow dog shinplasters substituted 
for it. They regard the situation with all the 
more anxicty because Mr. Cleveland, neither 
in his speech nor in his letter of acceptance, 
gave any sign of disapproval of a repeal of 
the tax, but by his silence gave his consent to 
the repeal of the tax, because he was afraid of 
offending the solid Southern section of his 
party by denouncing or disapproving ite united 
effort in this plundering scheme, 

Furthermore, the thoughtful and conserva- 
tive business-men of the country are alarmed 
at the attitude of the Democratic party on 
the tariff question, its outspoken declaration 
for free trade and its determination to sweep 
away the fabric of protection. They are not 
reassured by Grover Cleveland’s announce- 
ment that free trade is impossible and a 
mere specter of the imagination. They 
have no faith in the Stuffed Prophet. They 
have seen him straddle an issue before. They 
know that he is saturated with the free-trade 
idea and that he has inoculated his party with 
it. They feel that if he and his party should 
come into power and a free trade bill should 
pass Congress he would sign it. So strong is 
this belief that it is impressing itself upon 
Democratic workingmen. They are dubious 
as to the future of their wages and employ- 
ment. They don’t like to vote against their 
party, but the most of them will be glad to 
see the-Republicans win, and many of them 
will contribute to that result in one way or 
another, and the same will be true of many 
Democratic business-men. 

This feeling of uneasiness in the business 
world is the cause of the apathy which char- 
acterizes the Democratic campaign.: It ac- 
counts for the lack of enthusiasm in the 
ranks. It is only the officeseeckers and a few 
ultra free trade doctrinaires who are mani- 
festing any special interest, and the cause of 
their interest needs no explanation. The aver- 
age Democratic voter, workingman or busi- 
ness-man, who sees in the triumph of his 
party the probability that the fresent pros- 
perous condition of wages, production, and 
business generally will be imperiled, cannot be 
expected to march in processions, carry 
torches and free trade banners and wildcat 
flags, and make the eagle scream. The pros- 
pect he sees before him is not provocative of 
partisan hilarity. He would rather keep stiil 
lest he may interfere with the Republican 
effort to maintain the present prosperous 
situation. And he is keeping still, He never 
WAS SO still before. 


THE LATEST CLEVELAND LETTER. 

Ine latest letter of the ** Stuffed Prophet,” 
as Dana calls Cleveland, is addressed to the 
editor of the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution and 
dated a few days ago, and is in answer to the 
charges made by the People’s party of that 
State against him. These were, first, that he 
refused, when he was President, to allow Mrs. 
Cleveland to go to Richmond lest she should 
meet Miss Winnie Davis, the daughter of 
Jefferson Davis, a charge which, if true, 
would. be felt as an insult among the Con- 
federates; and, second, that Cleveland and 
Mrs. Cleveland had invited Frederick 
Douglass, a colored man, to dine with them at 
the White House, the lattercharge being made 
by Candidate Watson of the People’s party in 
reply to the Bourbons who had taunted him 
with mixing with the negroes in order to get 
their votes for reélection to Congress. 

As might have been expected, Mr. Cleve- 
land in his letter to the editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution evades both charges and seeks to 
dispose of them by misrepresentation, As to 
the first, he says: The latest report comes 
to me from Gainesville, in your State, this 
evening, and represents Thomas E. Watson 
us Saying in a publie speech that Mrs. Oieve- 
land refused to attend the unveiling of the 
statue of Robert E. Lee because she feared 
she would there meet 
This is entirely a new fabrication.” 


But this was not the charge. The unveiling 


of the Lee monument was in 1889, a year after 
the election, when Cleveland had stepped down 
and out of the White House, whereas it was 
just before the Presidential election of 1888 
that he is charged with forbidding Mrs. Cleve- 
land to go. 

As to the second charge, he evades it entire- 
ly, contenting himself with saying when 
Frederick Douglass was in public office in the 
City of Washington I, as President of the 
United States, extended to him the same cour- 
tesies, so far as public receptions and matters 
ef that kind are concerned, which were ex- 
tended to other officials of the same grade.“ 
It will be observed that Mr. Cleveland slides 
ever Watson's charge in each case; but then 
evasion is his strongest characteristic and 
straddling seenis to be a necessity with him. 
He is ashamed or afraid to confess. that he 
dined with a negro, 

One cannot imagine President Harrison re- 
fusing to have his family go to Richmond lest 
they should meet Miss Davis. He would not 
be scared lest it might hurt his popularity. 
It was not the way of Gen. Grant, who, when 
he wasat the White House, cordially wel- 
comed Confederate Generals to dine with 
him. He invited them, and in at least three con- 
spicuous cases he went further and supplied 
their financial wants, Men, toa, who had 
fought him and surrendered to him. But 
Grover Cleveland, who was indebted for his 
election to the Jeff Davis idea, snubbed the 
latter’s daughter for policy’s sake, and then 
tries to deny that he asked a negro to dine

THE TRAGEDY AT COFFEYVILLE. 

The attempt of the Dalton gang to rob the 
national banks at Coffeyville, Kas., near the 
Indian Territory frontier, printed Wednesday 
last, was frustrated, but at a cost of human 
life involving an extraordinary tragedy. The 
world is rid of four worthless and dangerous 
scoundrels, and in this there is every reason 
for congratylation, but the melancholy feature 
of the encounter is the immediate death of 
four good citizens, the possible death of two 
others, and severé injuries to two more. 

The conspiracy of thg Dalton gang was an 
audacious one. The five desperadoes rode 
into the town at 9 o’clock in the morning, well 
aware that the people would know why they 
were there, as their faces and characters were 
familiar to all. With the knowledge that they 
would be resisted, two of them went into one 
bank and three into another, compelled the 
officials to give up their money, and then ran 
for their horses. The plucky citizens, how- 
ever, were in waiting for them, among them 
Liveryman Spears with his trusty rifle, in 
the use of which he displayed the coolness 
and expertness of Deerslayer, for three df the 
scoundrels bit the dust at his hands. Another 
one was shot in the general mélée and the 
fifth made good his escape, though a posse is 
in hot pursuit of him, and being as well ac- 
quainted with the country as he is there is 
good reason to believe he either will be killed 
or captured. 

It was a good day’s work in Coffeyville, and 
its people will no longer be troubled with the 
Dalton gang. Other gangs of desperadoes of 
this kind will be likely to give Coffeyville a 
wide berth, remembering the deadly work of 
Liveryman Spears’ rifle and the courage of 
its citizens. Other towns, railroads, and 
banks also will be safer now that these fellows 
have been disposed of, for they have been a 
terror along that frontier for many years, 
They have derailed and robbed trains, plun- 
dered banks, held up stage coaches, and mur- 
dered those who dared to oppose them with 
impunity, They were distantly related to the 
James boys and the Youngers and pursued the 
same disreputable course of life, robbery and 
murder being their profession, and terrorizing 
the sparsely settled frontier their delight. Un- 
doubtedly they had many sympathizers in 
Southern Kansas and the Indian Territory, as 
the James boys had in Missouri, for there are 
people so constituted in these frontier localities 
that, while they may not follow the highway 
for a living themselves, they have a sredking 
admiration for those who make a business of 
robbing and murdering others, and it is en- 
tirely due to this sympathy that these mis- 
creants are able to carry on their infamous 
work with such boldness and impunity. The 
Dalton gang, however, tackled the wrong cus- 
tomers when they tried to hold up the little 
town of Coffeyville. 

One gang has been wiped out, but the fre- 
quency of highway robberies, train wrecking, 
and bank looting shows that there are other 
gangs on the road, and that more of these af- 
fairs may occur, From this point of view, 
and from évery other one in fact, it becomes 
the duty of the National and of State govern- 
ments to take measures for the protection of 
the people. Railroad companies, express 
companies, and banks should not be expected 
to offer rewards and emnploy police for the ap- 
prehension of the scoundrels. State Legisla- 
tures and Congress have a duty to perform in 
this matter. The most stringent penalties 
should be provided for this kind of crime, and 
any State or National official or any citizen 
should be warranted in shooting down these 
miscreants at sight, whether they are engaged 
in a criminal act or not. They are the open 
and avowed enemies of society. Robbing and 
murdering is their profession, and they should 
be hunted down and destroyed like dangerous 
wild beasts. 


DEMOCRATS FOR FOREIGN CONVICT LA- 
BOR. 


The mechanics of this country are earnest 
in their opposition to the competition of con- 
vict labor in their several trades. According 
to the Democrats a majority of those me- 
chanics belong to their party. Yet the Re- 
publicans and not the Democrats drafted and 
passed in the teeth of bitter Democratic re- 
sistance an act of Congress containing the 
followmy section: 

That all goods, wares, articles, and merchan- 
dise manufactured wholly or in part in any for- 
eign country, by convict labor, shall not be en- 
titled to entry at any of the ports of the United 
States, and the importation thereof is hereby 
prohibited, and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to prescribe 1 regulations 
as may be necessary. 

The regulations have been . and en- 
forced, and goods made by convict labor have 
been denied admission. When did the Dem- 
ocrats do or dream of doing as much to sat- 
isfy the wishes of the workingmen? 

If they were in power they would repeal 
this provision, first, because it is part of the 
McKinley law, which they unite in saying 
must be wiped out; and, second, because, ac- 
cording to them, it is unconstitutional. Sena- 
tor Hill said in his Brooklyn speech: 

Whence comes the power to protect private in- 
dustries? What clause of the Constitution can be 
invoked for such a purpose? There is none. The 
Constitution does not grant any. such express 
power, There is no mention of any such subject 
anywhere init. The blanket power to provide 
for the general welfare will not answer in such a 
case. If no such power is expressly conferred, 
then it is virtuaily prohibited under Art. 10. 


The prohibitfon of the importation of goods 
made by convict labor is for the purpose of 
protecting those who make similar goods in 
this country. It is a purely protective meas- 
ure. Hence Senator Hill says it is unconsti- 


tutional and that the government has no con- 


stitutional power to stop the importation of 
couvict-made fabrics, The workingmen should 


study the free trade question a little from this 


new point of view before intrusting the gov- 
ernment to a party which entertains such sen- 
timents on the subject of conrict labor and 
which says it is equally unconstitutional to de- 
fend American workingmen against the cheap 
labor of foreign shops and the still cheaper 
labor of foreign penitentiaries,

ONLY TWO CITY TICKETS IN NEW YORK. 

The dispatches indicate that there will be 
no mugwump, anti-snapper, or anti-Tam- 
many local ticket put in the field in New York 
City; that the claims of Tammany to the 


ownership.of the Democratic party will not 


be contested; and that its nominees, having 
ouly Repubiican opponents, will be elected as 
a matter of course. 

So much the better for the Republican Na- 
tional ticket. The Republicans have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by two Dem- 
octatic city tickets. The more animated the 
strife for office between warring factions of 
the Democracy the greater the number of 
votes would be cast for the Democratic candi- 
date for the Presidency. There was a split in 
1884. The anti-Tammanyites ran Grace, who 
got 96, 000 votes. Grant, the Tammany 
man, got 85.000, and Gibbs, Repub- 
lican, 44,000.. Half the Republican vote 
was cast for Grace and elected him. But the 
bitterness of feeling of the two Democratic 
factions was 80 intense that about every me- 
ber of that party went to the polls and voted 
for Cleveland. The wrangle over the M ayor- 
alty elected him. 

Very much the same thing happened in 1888. 
Tammany ran Grant for Mayor, who got 
or votes, Ehrhart (Republican) got 73,000, 

and Hewitt (anti-Tammany) 71,000, The lat- 
ter was given about 33,000 Republican votes, 


but did not get oak to elect him. His 
presence in the field served, however, to swell 
Cleveland’s vote, and but for the great major- 
ity Harrison got in the country and the Dem- 
ocratic losses in Brooklyn Cleveland would 
have carried New York. 

These Democratic feuds 1 a full 
Demcecratic vote. And at the same time some 
Republicans who voted for Grace or Hewitt 
voted also for Cleveland, whose name headed 
those tickets. If there had not been an anti- 


Tammany ballot for them to cast they would 


‘have cast a straight Republican one. So the 
Republicans were losers at both ends. 

This year from present appearances they 
will not fight under such disadvantages as in 
1884 and 1888. The Tammany nominees will 
ve confronted only by Republican ones, who 
will be much better men. Therefore those 
Democrats who are really opposed to the 
Tammany tigers and who areinterested chiefly 
in securing a good city government wili have 
nothing to induce them to go to the polls ex- 
cept to vote the city Republican ticket. Some 
will stay at home and Cleveland will lose their 
votes. Or if they do go to the polis they will 
vote the Republican local ticket, and a certain 
percentage of them will not erase Harrison’s 
name from the Electoral ticket. 


DEATH OF ALFRED TENNYSON. 

Closely following the death of the eminent 
French orientalist and historian, Renan, comes 
the sad news that another distinguished work- 
er in the field of literature, Alfred Tennyson, 
the poet, has passed away. His death was not 
unexpected, for he had reached old age and 
had been in an enfeebled condition for some 
time past, but it will be none the less regret- 
ted on that account, since few of the modern 
English poets have achieved such wide popu- 
larity as the singer of The Princess and 
„Maud and the Idylls of the King.” 

Though Tennyson did not at any time reach 
the highest regions of the poetic muse and has 
left nothing epic or even dramatic that will 
survive, few of modern days have excelled 
him as a lyric poet. The mere mention of his 
name at once recalis such delightful poems 
as Maud.“ ‘Locksley. Hall,” The Prin- 
cess,”’ In Memoriam, Idylls of the King,“ 
** Bnoch Arden, Lady of Shalott, Charge 
of the Light Brigade, Tiresias, Locksley 
Hall Sixty Years After,“ and others which are 
almost as familiar as household words, Un- 
doubtedly “In Memoriam,” written as a lov- 
ing tribute to his friend, Arthur Henry Hal- 
lam, who died in 1833, and who had greatly 
influenced his early career, is the most serious, 
earnest, and dignified of his sustained poems, 
though in no moments does it rise to epic 
grandeur. In this, as in Maud,” The Prin- 
cess. and other sustained poems, the chief 
charm lies in the little ‘lyrica interspersed 
through it, and they will be longer remem- 
bered than the main body of these works. In 
these songs the poet was at his best, and some 
of them have no rival in graceful diction and 
melodious flow. His genius was not of an 
epic character, nor was it dramatic, though 
he wrote many dramas, among them 
„Queen Mary, Harold,“ The Falcon, 
Becket, The Foresters, and others, They 
have not held the stage, however, nor will they 
long survive. 

Few poets have enjoyed wider popularity or 
received more distinguished rewards for their 
work, He has led a charmed life. In the 
earlier part of his career he was savagely at- 
tacked in the reviews by Wilson, Lockhart, 
Lord Lytton, and others, but to make com- 
pensation for it honors vere showered upon 
him. In 1845, upon Sir Robert Peel’s advice, 
the Queen awarded him u civil list pension of 
$1,000 per annum. Ia 1850, after Words- 
wortb's death, he was appointed poet laureate. 
In 1855 Oxford gave him the degree of D. C. 
L., and in 1884 he was raised to the peerage 
under the title of Baron Tennyson of Ald- 
worth and Farringford—a distinction which 
appears empty enoygh when compared with 
his poetical fame and which unquestionably 
injured him in the estimation of his denio- 
cratic admirers in this country, who did not 
stop to consider the great benefits of such a 
distinction in England and the entirely dif- 
ferent point of view from which it is regarded 
in that country. This, however, is a small 
matter. It could not add to or detract from 
his poetical fame. That was fixed long be- 
fore he rose to the peerage, for since that time 


he has not written anything which will last. 


In the pantheon of literature he will take his 
place as one uf the most graceful and melodi- 
ous of England’s iyric poets and as a singer 
whose song was always pure, refined, and 
highly emotional and yet always serious, dig- 
nified, and true. No line of his would be 
erased by the most sensitive reader and he 
himself, if he had revised his poems for pub- 
lication, would have left out none except 
upon the ground of literary and poetical ex- 
cellence as compared with others from his 
pen. This will now be the work of other 
hands competent for the task, and when it is 
completed there will still remain a goodly 
volume of songs which will always be cher- 
ished as lovely and graceful memorials of the 
dead singer.

WORLD'S FAIR BONDS. 
The four million dollars’ worth of bonds to 


be issued for the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion are now on sale. Subscription lists are 
open at the various banks in this city, and 
will be closed a week from tomorrow, after 
which allotments will be made to subecribers. 
The bonds will be dated Nov. 1, 1892, and 
made payable on or before New-Year’s day of 
1894, the directors reserving the privilege of 
payment in installments of not less than 25 
per cent before the date of maturity. It is 
considered probable that most of them will be 
paid by next summer. They bear 6 per cent 
interest, and contain a clause establishing a 
covenant between the Exposition and the bond- 
holder that the Exposition will not become in- 
debted for all purposes to an amount in ex- 
cess of $5,000,000, including these bonds. 

The bonds may be regarded as perfectly 
good, and the fact that they are so esteemed 
by the banks is proven by the understood will- 
ingness of those institutions to take about 
half the issue. For the remaining $2,000,000 
the directors have to depend on popular sub- 
scriptions. Without them the directors will 
not be able to get the souvenir coins from the 
United States Treasury, as the law provides 
that they must show evidence of provision for 
cost of the Exposition before the appropria- 
tion is available. So on the taking of these 
bonds hangs the whole question of carrying 
out the program next summer, and any and 
every citizen who is in a position to invest 
funds at 6 per cent for a year or less should 
feel a pride in taking some of them and thus 
aiding the good work. 

It would be unfortunate for the Exposition, 
and for Chicago, if tho subscription list 
should have to be closed without the umount 
being practically made up, It would meaa to 
the management inability to do what they 
have advertised and are pledged to do, and 
the people of this city would feel the effect 
painfully in ways that need not be described 
in order to be ynderstoba. They thus have a 
vital interest in seeing that the subscripaon 
list is filled, and this fact being once recog- 
nized there ought to be no difficulty in find- 
ing purchasers for the entire amount. Prob- 
ably if the citizens who have surplus funds to 
spare could be visited personally the whole 
sum would be obtalued in a few hours. But 
this 1s not possible. The subscriber will have 


to visit one of the banks and make applivca- 


don for the sum desired, which must not be 


less than $200 in any case, The only trouble 


will be in calling the attention of the people 
to the fact, and to this end Tun Trisunz asks 


its readers that they will not only take bonds 


themselves, if in a position todo so, but urge 
the matter upon their friends ana acquaint- 
duces, so that none may be able to plead ig- 
norance as an excuse-for not having joined 
the throng of those willing and anxious to 
help in making the Exposition a magnificent 
success. 7 

It may be said incidentally that the risk of 
loss on these bonds is practically nothing. It 


is less than that on the average ordinary in- 


vestment of funds in legitimate business en- 
terprises. The estimated disbursements for 
all purposes are only 5 per cent in excess of 
those for admissions, concessions and privi- 
leges, and the proceeds of the souvenir coins. 
And of course the bonds will have to be paid 
before the stockholder gets any return for his 
investment, except as he may have converted 
allora part of it into bonds, which is per- 
mitted under the arrangements made for dis- 
posing of them. So there ean be no doubt 
that they are absolutely good, and will be 
fully honored with principal and interest at a 
rate which is now but rarely obtainable in 


Chicago for the use of large sums. 


WHO PAYS THE DUTY? 

Numerous Democratic papers are repeating 
Mr. Cleveland’s dogmatic remark that the 
duties on imports are not paid by the foreign- 
er but by the American consumer. And they 
all point to the effect of the repeal of the sugar 
duty as evidence that Mr. Cleveland is a great 
thinker. They say the duty on sugar was 
about 2 cents a pound; the duty was taken 
off; the price of refined sugar fell about 2 
cents; therefore the consumer. had been pay- 
ing the tax or duty. 

The figures are correct as to sugar and so 
18 the conclusion. It may betaken for granted 


as a general thing that, except where peculiar 


conditions exist, the consumer pays the bulk 
of the-duty on non-competitive goods, such 
as tea, coffee, and sugar. The mistake which 
the Democrats make, however, is that they 
reason from exceptional particulars to gen- 
era's. They assume that what is true af non- 
competitive articles must be true of competi- 
tive goods also, and there they are all wrong. 

There was little or no inducement for the 
Cubans or the planters of the British West 
India Islands to ask less for their sugar be- 
cause the United States exacted a duty of 2 
cents apound onit. The quantity of sugar 
grown in this country was but an insignificant 
fraction of the total consumption, and never 
could become more than a mere fraction— 
something like an ounce on the pound. There 
was nothing to be feared from American home 
competition. The Cubans ran no risk of be- 
ing crowded out of the American market by 
the handful of Louisiana sugar-planters. 
There was no reason, therefore, why they 
should make concessions or shade their prices 
to hold the American market. 

What is true of sugar and Cuba is true of 
coffee and Brazil and tea and China. If the 
United States were to put a 5 cent duty on 
coffee the Brazilian would see no reason why 
he should lower his price in the least and thus 
pay any of that duty. He would know that 
the Americans would keep on using his coffee 
unless some other country offered them about 
the same grade ot article at a lower price. 
The foreign coffee and tea growers know they 
have nothing to fear from any domestic com- 
petition, so they charge all the market will 
bear, 

But the foreign manufacturer of a competi- 
tive article is in a very different position. 
Take woolens. The imports from Europe at 
present are valued at. about forty millions a 
year. The value of the whole product is more 
than eight times that much. When the duty was 
raised on some woolens by the last tariff law 
the foreign manufacturers knew that if they 
did not send any goods here the Americans 
could get along without them. The home 
manufacturers could make all the goods that 
were needed. The question for the foreigners 
todecide was whether they would abandon the 
American market entirely to the American 
manufacturers or try to hang on in the hope 
of the election of Cleveland and of the Demo- 


crats coming into power, who would repéal 


the obnoxious protective duties, Holding on 
involved offering their goods at lower prices 
to American merchants for the time being. It 
meant a present sacrifice of profit in the hope 
of a future gain, when Cleveland and the Dem- 
ocrats got into power. 
market which had been taking many million 
dollars’ worth of their goods at large profits 
and would again upon a change of adminis- 
tration. 

Hence the foreign manufacturers cut down 
their prices to the lowest notch. They sold some 
goods without any profit, some fora nominal 
one, deeming that better than to withdraw 
from the field. Even in selling at bare cost it 
helped to keep their mills running. To say 
that they paid the entire duty is as absurd as 
to say they paid none of the duty. On some 
articles, where there is as yet no active Amer- 
ican competition, they are paying hardly any 
of the duty and the consumers payit. But the 
greater the American competition the greater 
the amount of the duty must be paid by the 
foreigner if he would retain any market in 
this country. Of course he tries to evade the 
duty or throw it off on some one else. One 
method is by undervaluations. Another 1s by 
cutting down wages still lower. That is being 
tried in some English and German industries 
now, Another way is by improving processes 
of manufacture and cheapening production. 
If the Dentocratic free trade system were 
adopted the foreign manufacturers with their 
cheap labor would quickly cut, under and 
drive to the wall their competitors. Then 
they would raise the price of their goods on 
the American buyers, and the consumers 
would have to pay this advance while the fac- 
tories in their own country ‘were -crippled or 
broken‘down. In the way stated it would not 
be far from the facts to say that at present 
the foreign manufacturers pay about half 
our tariff duties. On some articles they pay 
more than half and on others less than half 
the duty, If this country raised its tariff in- 
come on non-competitive articles like tea, 
coffee, and sugar the consumers would pay 
about all ‘the duties; but on competitive 
goods from old Europe and on the products 
of Canada a considerable part of the daties 
comes out of the pockets of the exporters by 
reason of their being obliged to sell so much 
cheaper than they would if there were no pro- 
tective duties to hinder their free access to 
our market. | 

The foreign manufacturer well knows that 
he pays part of the American duty. He never 
denies it. Those who do the denying are 
American free trade theorists who are dense- 
ly ignorant of the subject about which they 
assume to know so much. The foreign manu- 
facturers know perfectly well that on the bulk 
of the goods sold by them in this country they 
do not make what they deem a fair profit, be- 
cause they have to pay so much of the duty, 
and that is one of the reasons why they are all 
for Cleveland. He wants to get rid of a sys- 
tem of tariff taxation which falls heavily on 
the foreign manufacturers. Thu oppression

HIS ANCESTORS WITH COLUMBUS. 


Mr. Azoy of Progreso, Descendant of the 
Pinzons, Coming to Chicago. 

New York, Oct. 6.— [Special. —Anastasio 
Carlos Mariono Azoy, a descendant of Vin- 
cenzo Ynez Pinzon, one of the companions of 
Columbus in the discovery of America, has 
arrived here on the Ward line steamship Ori- 
zaba from Progreso, Cuba. Mr. Azoy has 
come to the United States with his family to 
participate in the formal dedication of the 
World's Fair in Chicago Oct. 21. g 

Vincenzo Ynez Pinzon, from whom Mr. 
Azoy is directly descended on his mother’s 
side, was commander of the Nina, while his 
brotner, Martin Alonzo Pinzon, commanded 
the Pinta on Columbus’ voyage of discovery. 
The Pinzons were an old and illustrious fam- 
ily and possessed enormous wealth. Mr. Azoy’s 
grandfather was Don Mariano Velasquez, who, 
although born in Cuba, settled in New York, 
became thoroughly American, and for many 

ears taught Spanish in Columbia College. 

e also published the only English-Spanish 
dictionary now in general use. tie died some 

ears ago. An unmarried daughter of Prof. 

elasquez, living at East Orange, N. J., was 
at the dock this morning to greet her nephew, 
Mr. Azoy, and his family. It is at her house 
that the Azoys stay whenever they come to 
New York. She said: 

As for proof of our descent from the Pin- 
zons, there is plenty of it. In addition toa 
host of private documents we have an illumi- 
nated coat-of-arms representing anchors and 
hearts, to which is appended a certified copy 
of the letters patent given to the Pinzons by 
Charles V. in 1519, empowering them to fit 
out three caravels and command them as Ad- 
mirals. Attached to these letters patent are 
other official documents in the nature of affi- 
davits, which run the course of the family’s 


decent down to the year of 1780, when my 


father, Prof. Don Mariano Velasquez, was born. 
The subsequent events must be taken on the 
word of my father, who, however, was a man 
of such acknowledged integrity that nobody 
would impugn his statements in such matters. 
My brother, Francisco Azoy, who was the 
father of Anastasio Carlos, who arrived here 
today, was a partner in the New York-Spanish 
importing and banking firm of Peter Har-

COMBINATION OF TYPEFOUNDERS. 


A Company Incorporated with $9,000,000 
Capital—All Firms Not in It. 

New Lonx, Oct. 6.—After several failures 
the efforts of the typefounders to form a 
combination have at last proved successful. 
The new trust will be known as the Type- 
founders’ company. It has been. incorpor- 
ated under the laws of the State of New Jer. 
sey with a capital stock of $9,000,000, consist- 
ing of 40,000 shares of 8 per cent preferred 
and 50,000 shares of common stock. 

The New York Guarantee and Indemnity 
company was prominent in the formation of 
the company, and it will have the right to 
name two directors. The officers are: 
Robert Allison, President; W. B. Mackellar, 
Vice-President; A. T. H. Brower, Secretary: 
G. H. Jordan, tern manager; John Mar. 
der, Western manager. Cincinnati gets the 
Presidency, Philadelphia has the Vice-Presi- 
dency, and New York the Secretaryship and 
Eastern management. All the typefounders 
think that profite can easily be increased to a 
million dollars a year, and one or two go so 
far as to count on a million and a quarter ora 
million and a half annually. The reasons as- 
signed for the formation of the combination 
are severe competition and low prices. They 
have not yet made any arrangements to raise 
prices. 

There is, however, one obstacle to the com- 
plete supremacy of the trust. A, D. Farmer 
& Son and George Bruce’s Son & Co. of this 
city have refu to join it. Barnhart Bros. 
& Spindler of Chicago have declined to join 
the combination, but it is said they are will- 
ing to sell out to it.

Senate of Uruguay Reconsiders Its Action

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THE DALTONS CARRIED 10 THE 
GRAVE WITHOUT A MOURNER. 


Crowds of Curious People Viewed the 

fes—The Surviving Desperado Iden- 

11 the Remains That Were Carried 

into His Room—Possibility That Emmet 

wil Be Hanged by Indignant Citizens 

~Services Over the Victims of the Bul- 
lets of the Villains. 

CorrxxviILx, Kas., Oct. 6.—The streets were 
crowded today by persons who had come 
here to discuss the tragedy which yesterday 
obliterated the Dalton gang of desperadoes 
and cost the lives of four citizens. 

At the city jail an awning had been impro- 
vised under which lay the four dead bandits in 
coffins provided by the county. The bodies 
were watched by a guard that they might not 
be disturbed. A procession of sig ht-seers 
viewed the dead outiaws all day. 


The stairway leading to the room where 


Emmet Dalton lies has been at all times sur- 
rouaded by a crowd of men and women who 
did their utmost to persuade the guard to let 
them pass up the stairway to the presence of 
the wounded man. All sorts of reasons were 
advanced by these people why their requests 
should be granted, but with few exceptions 
they were not complied with. : 

He said today that he was own cousin to the 
Younger brothers. Until he knew that the 
other men of his party were dead he refused 
to say anything further. When their bodies 
were carried upto him for inspection he 
identified them as the remains of bert and 
Grattan Dalton, Thomas Evans, and John 
Moore. He shed tearsas he gazed on his 
dead brothers. The names he gave to the two 
other men are the names they were knowa by 
in this section, but they are not their real 
names. These are withheld for good reasons. 

Tne dead bandits were buried here this 
afternoon in the city cemetery in alot owned 
by the Dalton family. The bodies were car- 
ried to the grave in transfer wagons without a 
single mourner or sympathizing friend to as- 
sist in the last rites, | 

Emmet Dalton is wounded in the right hi 
and-tight arm by rifle bullets. In his bac 
are twelve buckshota. He had reached his 
horse and mounted with the bag of money 
taken from the First National Bank on his 
arm when seeing Bob fall he turned back to 
assist him. It was then he received the fire 
which brought bim down. 

At midnight Emmet Dalton was still alive. 
He suffers great agony from his wounds, and 
the physician attending him does not think 
he will be able to live more than two oi three 
hours. 

William Dalton arrived this evening from 
his home in Oklahoma, and is in constant at- 
tendance at his brother’s bedside. 

Cashier Ayres is resting easy tonight. He 
will probably recover. 

The party which started in pursuit of Allie 
Ogee returned early this morning, having Jost 
track of the fugitive bandit in the wild coun- 
try below here, Ogee, it is known, was badly 
wounded, and it is believed he will turn up in 
some Oklahoma town, where he will probably 
go to get medical treatment. 

Emmet Dalton had just gone through the 
ordeal of having his wounds dressed and was 
weak from loss of blood when seen today. 
He said that his party had about $900 when 
they made up their minds to rob’ the Coffey- 
ville banks. 

Sheriff Callahan wishes to take Emmet Dal- 
ton to Independence, but there is a vigorous 

rotest against it, and it will hardly be al- 


owed as the people here are determined that he 


shall not be taken away from this town. Al- 
though there is quiet talk of lynching him it 
has taken no decided form, and the result of 
the feeling cannot be foretold. 

The money secured from the First National 
Bank amounted to $20,240 and that from Cong- 
don’s $3,000. The amounts turned over to the 
banks exceed this amount and serves to 
verify the statement by Emmet Dalton that 
they had $900 when they came to the town. 

Petitions to the Pacific Express company 
and Missouri, Kansas and Texas railroad 
company are being circulated asking that the 
= rewards offered for the capture or death 
of the Daltons be paid to the families of the 
murdered citizens. 

The body of Lucius Baldwin was taken to 
Burlington, Kas., this moring by his mother. 
That of Charles Brown will be sent to Harley, 
S. D., where his wife is, 

The funeral services over Marshal Connelly 
and George Cubine were held this afternoon. 
The remains of Mr. Connelly will be buried 
at Independence, Kas. , 

Cashier Ayers’ wound is not so serious as at 
firat thought, and unless blood-poisoning sets 
in he will soon recover. He is a cousin of the 
wife of United States District Attorney Mil- 
christ of Chicago. 

Charles Gump was another citizen who was 
wounded by the gang, receiving a shot in his 
left wrist, which also drove his gun against 
his breast, hurting him badly. All the wound- 
ed men are getting on nicely, 

Minnegaporis, Minn., Oct. 6.— The President 
of the Union National Bank of this city sent a 
message today to Wiiliam B. Green, Secretary

OGEE HAD BEEN A QUIET YOUNG MAN, 


He Had Lived Near Topeka, and Now Has 
Many Relatives There. 

Torka, Kas., Oct. 6.—] Special. — Ollie 
Ogee, one of the Dalton gang, who is sup- 
posed to have escaped from Coffeyville yester- 
day, is the son of the late John L. Ogee, a 
farmer, who lived for years near Silver Lake 
in this county and who died nearly twelve 
years ago. About five years ago Benjamin M, 
Curtis of this city was appointed guardian for 
Ogee. Atrial was had in the courts of the 
county to determine young Ogee’s right to an 
interest in the estate of his father. Judgment 
was in his favor. He was regarded as.a quiet, 
unassuming, and intelligent young man. He 
is about 23 years old. His parents sepa- 
rated when he was quite young and 
he was rai in the family of Dr. 
Moody of Coffeyville. Young O is about 
one-eighth Indian blood, His 
good estate, and Ollie was paid $500—the last 
of his share—about two years ago. He then 
went to the Indian Territory to live. Nothing 
has been heard of him lately. Up to the time 
of his going away he had maintained a good 
reputation. His father was a brother of Lewis 
Ogee, now deceased, who left a large family, 
many members of which are now living in 
the northern portion of the county. Some of 
them are quite wealthy. 

SrrLLWwATrER, Minn., Oct. 6.—Ccole Younger 
was asked today whether any relationship ex- 
isted between himself and members of the 
Dalton gang. Younger said he was not sure 
of any relationship, but said: “I think a 
third cousin of mine married a Dalton in Kan- 
sas years ago, but I know absolutely nothing 
about the Kentucky family. I cannot see 
where any one got the authority to say that 
because these men were related to Frank and 
Jesse James they were related to me. That 
statement is absurd. I am not related to the 
James boys. Previous to my coming to this 
prison sixteen years age there ext a bitter 
hatred between Jesse James and myself,” 


BRAVERY OF THE COFFEYVILLE MEN, 


The Dalton Gang Never Hesitated to Shoot 
— Desperate, Reckless Men. 

Supt. Murray of the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency praised the bravery of the 
Coffeyville people yesterday. 

The Dalton gang were desperate, reckless 
men. They never hesitated to shoot. Their 
character was known over the West. It was 
one thing to talk about facing them and 
another to do it.

TUGMEN MAY USE SOFT COAL AGAIN, 


Rumors That They Will Break the Agree- 
ment Made with the City. 


There is some dissatisfaction among the 


tugmen with regard to the city’s decree that 
they must burn a smokeless fuel, and this 
feeling, it is claimed, may take the shape of a 
revolt and another and more determined legal 
fight over the swoke question. 

Capt. Dunham of the Dunham Towing com- 
pany informed Secretary Phelps of the Smoke 
Prevention Society that he had information 
to the effect that the tugs of a certain line 
which had agreed to burn anthracite were still 


using soft coal. 


had another week in which to burn soft coal. 

J am acting in good faith,“ said he, and 
all of my boats are using hard coal at a tre- 
mendous expense. I propose to keep it up if 
the other lines do the same. If they don’t, I 
give notice that hard coal goes out of my tugs 
and I'll tackle the question again. Under- 
stand, I’ll be forced into it by the failure of 
my rivals to keep the agreement.

MORELLO WON AGAIN. 


THE EASTERN OHAMPION’S SEA AND 
SOUND STAKES. 


Under Heavy Weight He Captures the 
Event’s Second Half in a Hard Drive— 
Mike Dwyer Makes One of His Success- 
ful Plunges on His Colt Nomad—Pitts- 
burg Phil’s Plebeian Coup Fuails—Chesa- 
peake, Fitzsimmons, Milt Young, and 
Strathmeath the Other Morris Park 


winners. 

New York, Oct. 6.—[Special. ]—Morello, the 
Futurity winner, put another stake to the 
credit ot his owner, Frank Van Ness, at Mor- 
ris Park today, but he had one of the narrow- 
est escapes from defeat that have marked his 
racing career. It was the second part of the 
Sea and Sound Stakes, a combination event, 
run at the Sheepshead Bay and Morris Park 
meetings. At Sheepshead Bay Sept. 8 Morel- 
lo won the first part, carrying 128 pounds, and 
beating Wormser, Eagle Bird, Bellegarde, 
Gov. Foraker, Miunehaha, and Lady Rich- 
mond, to all of whom he conceded lumps of 
weight. Today he was asked to take up 130 
pounds, and beat Rainbow, Gov. Foraker, 
Wormser, Eagle Bird, and Ajax, It wasa 
pretty stiff task, and particularly as Morello 
had not had a race since Sept. 8, but 
the talent made him a hot favorite, ‘back- 


ing him very confidently at 1 to 2. It was 


a very peculiar race, as one after the 
other, Eagle Bird, Gov. Foraker, and Rainbow 
challenged Morello and kept him on tiptoe nearly 
all the way. He went to the front as soon as the 
Hag fell and Fitzpatrick had him under a pull 
until they had gone a little more than a quarter 
of amile. Theu Taral rushed Eagle Bird up to 
him and for a quarter of a mile raced with him, 
forcing Fitzpatrick to let up on his, pull. Enter- 
ing the last quarter Eagle Biri faltered, and as 
he did so Sims sent Gov. Foraker up for a brush 
with the favorite. Moreilo was not able to shake 
him off until they were well into the last furlong, 
and then a new danger threatened in Rainbow, 
who came with an alarming burst of speed. 
Fitz patrick had to sit dowa and ride Morello des- 
perately, and it was only by the most vigorous 
efforts that he managed to push the big colt home 
a winner by half a length. Rainbow beat Gov. 
Foraker a head for the place, while Eagle Bird 
was fourth, only half a length away. Ajax and 
Wormser were beaten off. 

Mike Dwyer made a big winning on the Nomad 
in the Unionport Handicap for 3-year-olds at a 
mile and a furlong, and he would have won more 
bad not beta been declared off through the late 
scratching of Roller. In the first books Dwyer 
got 9 to 5 for his NN but afterward he had to 
be content with 7 to 5. He won about $14,000. Fi- 
delio led for about seven furlon gs, Doggett waiting 
back in the ruck with the Dwyercolt. Half way 
down the homestretch he sent him to the front, 
and in aterrific drive got him home winner by 
three parts ofa length from the light-weighted 
Silver Fox, who made a very determined rush in 
the last sixteenth. Kilkenny was third, a length 
behind Silver Fox. 


wo Plungers Who Got No Money. 


Pittsburg Phil, the other great Eastern plun- 
ger, was not as successful as Dwyer. He bet a pile 
of money on his colt Plebeian in the five furlong 
dash for maiden 2-year-olds, but did got even get 

a show for it, for Doggett could nevér get Plebei- 
an anywhere near the front. R. 4. Swigert’s colt 
Contrary spurted out in front for three furlongs 
and then died away to nothing. Fitzsimmons, a 
10 to 1 shot, ridden by Mike Bergen. next took the 
lead and held it to the end, winning in a drive by 
a length. The Clara colt took second place by 
half a length from the Ailee colt, 

Bookmaker Jack MacDonald, who ranks well 
up with Dwyer and Pittsburg Phil as a plunger, 
had a hard-luck story to tell after the opening 
scramble of three-quarters of a mile. He has lost 
thousands of dollars on his horse Chesapeake, 
and today, thinking he had no chance ot — 
Correction, he let him go to the post at 12 and 
to 1 without a cent of his money on him. Chesa- 
peake led every inch of the way and won in a 
common canter by two lengths. Correction, un- 
der whip and spur, took second place by two 
lengths from Rosa H. 

John McUafferty and his friends bet a lot of | 
money on Fred Taral in the mile selling race,’ 
* him favorite at 24% to 1. but the best that 
the old horse could do was to run 4 poor third. 
Milt Toman a 15 to 1 chance, took the lead in the 
opening furlong. and making all the running won 
cleverly by a length anda half from May Wia, 
who was three lengths in front of Fred Taral. 

The eweepstakes at a mile and a quarter ro- 
solved itself into a match between Strathmeath 
and Russell, the former being favorite at 55 to 
100. Russel waited behind Strathmeath for a 
mile, but then when he tried to get up to the 
leader Strathmeath held him safe and won in a 
gallop by two lengths. 

Thus three of the six favorites rewarded their 
backers. .A strange feature of the day was that 
all of the winners were ridden by white boys, this 
being the first time that this has happened in the 
East this year.

REAL-ESTATE CONGRESS HAS ADJOURNED 


St. Paul Gets the Next Meeting and Buffalo 
| the Presidency. 

Burrato, N. IT. Oct. 6.—(Special.]—The 
second convention of the national real-estate 
congress closed today and the ground work 
for the next session was prepared. St Paul 
was the place selected for the convention, and 
the Presidency went to Buffalo, W. B. Cutter 
being elected. Mr. Cutter is one of the most 
popular real-estate men of the city, and in- 
cidentally is credited with having made a 
clear $500,000 in a single turn of the town 
site of Depew. This is the manufacturing 
suburb which is being built up by the location 
of the new New York Central railroad shops. 
O. W. Crawford of Chicago was elected Secre- 
tary and the Treasuryship went to J. Matt 
Williams of Nashville. The nomination of 
Mr. Cutter was made by Col. Henry L. 
Turner, The new Board of Control is made 
up as follows: 

B. M. Weil, of Milwaukee; Benjamin Hard- 
wick, of New York; Malcolm McNeil, of Chicago; 
S. S. Meddis, of Louisville; E. C. Vonsean, o 
Detroit; A. J. Norton, of St. Louis; William A. 
Barnes, of Minneapolis; R, E. Montgomery, of 
Denver; and E. P. Elliott. of Tampa. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials 
showed that 494 accredited delegates were 
present. Buffalo naturally was most exten- 
sively represented, having 239 delegates. 
There were present 38 from Chicago, 5 from 
Cleveland, 12 from Duluth, 26 from Denver, 
18 from Detroit, 15 from St. Louis, 26 from 
Milwaukee, 9from Montreal, 8 from Nash- 
ville, 1 from Rochester, 16 from St. Paul. 

Ihe papers presented during the day were 
chiefly of a technical character. The paper 
on The Torrens System, by Frank Terry, 
which was booked for yesterday, was presented 
at the morning session today. It was de- 
scriptive of the workings of the system and 
advocated ifs 1 adoption. He told how 
successful it had been for thirty years in 
Australia, and said that in comparison with it 
the old system is as slow as a stage coach and 
is as obscure as the history of the middle 


A. S. Colyear of Nashville spoke on Urban 
Realty Legislation, and attempted to de- 
scribe the corruption of city councils. He 
suggested that only taxpayers should be al- 
lowed to vote. In the afternoon Peter A. 
Porter described the Niagara Falls tunnel, 
which is to be visited tomorrow by the dele- 


gates. 

The paper on Land Tenure of Aliens“ by 
R. C. Smyers of Chicago was one of the most 
exhaustive presented tothe convention. It 
included a history of the conditions leading 
upto the adoption of laws discriminating 
against aliens and digests from the treaties 
witn leading foreign countries. 

The convention profited by past experience 
and deferred the election of officers and the 
selection of the next place of meeting until 
this afternoon. At Nashville these points 
were settled early in the session and scarcely 
a quorum could be held together until the 
close. President Weil found the convention 
an unruly body at times. His rulings were 
considered often arbitrary, and the member- 
ship had no hesitation in setting him right. 

The committees in charge hdve found that 
they had a plethora of papers anda paucity of 
time. The addresses threatened to crowd the 
routine business out, but the delegates from 
the different cities zealously. demanded that 
their representatives should be heard. No 
routine work of consequence was done Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings when Henry 
George or Robert Ingersoll spoke, 

The invitations from cities all over the coun- 
try to hold the next congress came out this 
afternoon, and all sorts of flattering promises 
were made regardi the entertainment of 
delegates. The social feature of the conven- 
tion is tonight’s reception at music hall. 
Three thousand invitations have been sent 
out and the hall has been elaborately dec- 
orated. 

To allow this decoration to be completed 
the convention met in a small hall in the 
Music Hall building. The Chicago delegation 
held its closing~session at its quarters in the 
Iroquois Hotel tonight and passed resolutions 
thanking the Committee on Arrangements, 
which is composed of Messrs. McNeill, Dwig- 
gins, and Crawford, and the railroad repre- 
sentatives.

FURTHER WORK OF THE OOMMISSION- 
ERS OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


— 


Members Have a Lively Debate Over the 
Qualifications of Missionaries ‘and the 
Nomination of Officers—Charges of II- 
liberality Made—Three-fourths of the 
Vacancies Fxisting Next Year to Be 
Filled from the Churches—Resolutions 
Adopted and Committees Appointed. 


The American Board of Commissioners of 
Foreign Missions met yesterday afternoon. 
After the communion service Dr. F. A. Noble 
presented the report of the home department, 
signed by himself and Messrs, Fairbank and 
Hyde. The Rev. Mr. Bradford asked permis- 
sion on behalf of Messrs. Fitch and Cooper to 
present a supplemental! report. He presented 
a resolution that all young men and women of 
approved Christian character, of sound phys- 
ical qualifications, who accept the creeds of 
the churches from which they come and the 
Congregational creed as exposed in the Burial 
Hill confession of 1883 shall be accepted as 
suitable candidates for missionary service, 
and that all missionaries shall have the same 
freedom of thought and speech as is enjoyed 
by ministers at home. 

The Rev. Joseph Cook called the appendix 
‘*a side attack on the doctrinal basis of the 
board. Dr. Mears said that it was not con- 
cise, congregational, or ecciesiastical enough 
for consideration. 

After a good deal of heated discussion the 
board postponed consideration indefinitely. 

Dr. James Brand of Oberlin for the Com- 
mittee on Nominations arose to read his re- 
report. In his opening remarks he said that 
he had a letter which he would read. It was 
from the Rev. Charles A. Dickinson, for six 
years a member of the Prudential committee, 
It was a succession of surprises. He refused 
to allow his name to go before the board for 
reélection to the Prudential committee, and 
he bitterly arraigned that committee for 
‘‘partisanship and insufferable illiberality.“ 
The resignation of Dr. Francis E. Clark was

At this point Mr. Little positively withdrew 
his name and gave no reason forit.

provisionally settled. 

To the limit of three-fourths of the vacan- 
cies existing in the board Oct. 10, 1893, nomi- 
nees representative of the churches will take 
places for life in the corporate body. 

By a unanimous vote the board adopted the 
following compromise resolution embodying 
majority and minority reports from the Com- 
mittee of Eleven: 

Resolved, That the committee for the nomina- 
tion of new members appointed at this meeti 
be directed to receive — the State, territori 
or independent organizations of Congregational 
churches during the coming year nominations of 
persons to fill the vacancies which may occur in 
the board, somewhat more in number being desir- 
able than the average usually assigned to any 
State or territory; and from such names, if fur- 
nished, to select and report at the next regular 
meeting enough to fill three-fourths of the vacan- 
cies which may then exist, regard being had to a 
division between ministers and laymen and the 
apportionment of members according to the by- 


ws. 

Resolved, That inasmuch as the action recom- 
mended by this committee is in the nature of the 
case provisional, and it cannot be foretold what 
will be the practical operation of the plan pro- 

, the committee be continued and instructed 
to report in printing to each member of the cor. 
porate board before Sept. 1, 1893. such a perma- 
nent scheme as shall seem most practicable and 

—— of the great interests we all have at 

eart. 

The greater part of the morning session was 
devoted to the hearing and adoption of coin- 
mittee reports dealing with the formal reports 
of field secretaries and workers and was purely 
routine in its character.

BAPTIST CITY MISSION SOCIETY.

OOUNTY ASSESSMENTS REDUCED BE. 
LOW THE APPROPRIATION, 


Valuation ef Property Outs 
Down the Amount Available for Coun- 
ty Purposes $136,136—The Drainage 
Board in a Worse Plight—Permit 
Granted to Lay Additional Tracks on 
Wallace Street—Controller Mays Plan 
to Lease the Lake Front Filed Away. 


Maj. Blodgett's successful effort to reduce 
the aggregate assessment on Cook County 
property for 1892 to $249,623,428 is likely to 
embarrass the County Board to some extent, 
for the apprcpriation for the year is $136,136 
in excess of what can legally be levied for 
county purposes. The law states that each 
year’s appropriation shail be based upon the 
equalized valuation of the preceding year. As 
returned by the State Board of Equalization 
last year the equalized value of all classes of 
property in Cook County was $282,676,167, di- 
vided as follows: Real estate, -$223,859,166; 
personal, $43,795,740; railroad, $15,021,261. 

The legal assessinent for county purposes is 
75 cents on the $100, giving to the couuty for 
county purposes for the year 1892, $2,121,- 
071.25. The equalized values of two classes of 
property forthe year 1892, according to the 
reported results of Maj. Blodgett's efforts, is 
249.623.428. This does not include railroad 
values. County financiers figured the valua 
tion this year at what it was last year—$15, - 
021,261. This added to the $249,623,428 gives 
as the aggregate assessment $264,644,689. The 
levy of 75 cents on the $100 gives to the 
county $1,984,835.22, or $136,136:03 less than 
the Rmount actually appropriated and being 
used for 1892. The county’s expenses are met 
for each year by drawing on its general fund 
or bank account practically of something like 
$1,500,000. From this amount has been taken 
from time to time the necessary money for 

aying the indebtedness, and the total amount 
1. returned to the general fund after the taxes 
are collected. Thus for 1892 the expenses 
have been paid from the general fund. Next 
March, when 1892 taxes begin coming in, this 
amount will be returned to the fund. But if 
all the a propriations are paid there will bea 
defirit of $136,136. 

The Drainage Board, it is said, will be in a 
far more critical condition. That board, cai- 
culating.on a raise in the equalized valuation 
of $10,000,000, made its appropriations on a 
basis of $292,676,167. The amount of its ap- 
propriation over what it can actually realize 
will thus be seen to be considerable.

TO THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Business Interests of That City, It Ie Said 
Will Seriously Suffer If Rates Are Not 
Reduced Sufficiently to Allow Western 
People to Go Sast—Ralilroad Officials 
Still Discussing the Interests of the 
Western Lines—The Aransas Pass 
Road Not Sold—Other Railway News. 

It appears to be the intention of the New 
York trunk fines to make no greater reduc- 
tion in passage rates to the World's Fair than 
they can help. The General Passenger Agent 

of the Erie has frequently stated that he can 
see no reason why any reduction should be 
made. The Pennsylvania and one or two 
other lines say that all the concession that 
will de made is a reduction of 15 or 20 per 
cent on the regular one-way ticket. The 


Vanderbilt lines are the only ones which take 


the position that round-trip tickets should be 
sold at not more than one and one-third fare 
for the round trip. The Canadian linés are 
now contracting business in Europe, guaran- 
teeing a rate of one fare for the round trip. 
This fact, no doubt, is in a measure responsi- 
ble for the position taken by the Vanderbilt 
lines. If it had not been for the opposition of 
the New York Central an excessively bigh rate 
between Chicago and New York would have 
been agreed upon.. 

The object of a majority of the trunk lines 
is said to be to injure the World's Fair and 
Chicago. The position taken by them has 
greatly alarmed the merchants of New York, 
They think mat while the World's Fair may 
suffer slightly from exorbitant fares between 

the East and West Chicago’s business interests 
would undoubtedly be benefited thereby. 

The necessity for prompt action to secure as 
desirable rates as possible to New York from 
‘Chicago, the West and South is fully appre- 
ciated by New York merchants and business- 
men and they are urging the Chamber of 
Commerce and other busines organizations 
to agitate the matter and impress upon the 
railroads the necessity for making as low a 
rate as possible. A New York paper inter- 
viewed a number of the leading merchants 
and shippers and they expressed themselves 
freely and forcibly N this matter. 
Among them were C. B. Thurber of the 
Thurber-Whyland company, John Claflin of 
the H. B. Claflin company, John P. Faure of 
Scott Bros., Mr. Hackett of Hickett, Carhart 
& Co., and Mr. Rogers of Rogers, Peet & Co. 
They all depiore the position of the railroads, 


NO HOPE OF AN AGREEMENT,

The stock market continnes rather dull, but 
trading is well distributed and prices, consider- 
ing the dullness, keep up remarkably well. The 
feature of the market is the sarprisingly scant 
supply of stock. Trading has been dull for ten 
days. During that time interest rates have ad- 
vanced and the money situation has grown de 
cidediy snugget. But notwithstanding the dull- 
ness and the tightening money market, no stock 
to speak of is coming out. In the market for 
West Side steck yesterday there was a noticeably 
scant supply of cash stock. Quotations for regu- 
lar transactions and for account trades drew 80 
closely together that the difference repre- 
sented only about 6 per cent interest. 
As a rule the carrying charge is much more than 
that in the account, There is trading back and 
forth among the brokers in account stock, but 
when any one really, has an order to buy stock 
and take it out of the market they find the supply 
is sharply limited. The street railway stocks 
showed some strength yesterday, but there was 
little disposition to trade. A few brokers had:or- 
ders to buy, but they had no inclination to bid up 
the market. It was the dullest morning session 
in West Side stock that has been seen for some 
time. There was a little more activity in the aft- 
ernoon, North Side stock made a net gain of one- 
half noiat, selling up to 252 to 252%. 

Street’s Stable Car continues firm in the neigh- 
borhood ef 30. The bears are not in such a confi- 
dent mood as they were a day or two ago. The 
stock has withstwod their onslaught surprisingly 
well. While many of them have covered at a small 


profit there has been nothing like the break that 


was looked for in some quarters. There seems to 
be substantial supporting orders whenever this 
stock gets below 30. 

The brewery stocks continue steady, but there 
is no disposition to advance prices. Indications 
point to the picking up of small lots for foreign 
accounts. This buying does not amount to a 
great deal yet, but it is sufficient to show a 
change of sentiment on the part of foreign hold- 
ers. aud to indicate that the current has set in 
the opposite direction. 

Strawboard stock was not quite so firm. and 
sold off to 77 for the account. There were some 
sales of New York Biseuit stock, the first that has 
been made in some time, and.prices showed im- 
provement.

There is much dissatisfaction among local 
bankers over the facilities afforded them by the 
Subtreasury in Chicago, The particular occasion 
for dissatisfaction just now is the fact that there 
is a scarcity of small bills and none can be ob- 
tained from the Subtreasury. The policy of the 
government, as shown in the workings of the New 
York Subtreasury, is to get out all the Treasury 
notes it can in return for gold, and it would seem 
that that same policy ought to be manifested here. 
A bank yesterday sent $50,000 in gold to the Sub- 
treasury to be exchanged for fives and tens, but 
was unable to get any small bills. The govern- 
ment could without doubt accumulate considera- 
ble gold here if the Subtreasury were in a posi- 
tion to supply small bills in exchange for the coin 
or for large gold certificates. 

The section Number two“ of tne South Side 
Elevated railroad, upon which it is proposed 
to issue $3,000,000 new first mortgage bonds, will 
embrace the line on Sixty-third street from Jack- 
son Park tothe terminus of the present line be- 
tween Calumet and Prairie avenues, and on fur- 
ther west to Englewood, a distance of abont three 
aud a halt miles. Some criticism is heard regarding 
the large amount of bonds it is proposed to issue 
on so short A piece of road. When it is remem- 
bored that the Sixty-third street line is built in 
pe street and not on the company’s private 
right-of-way, for which it has to pay, it will be 
seen that there is a marked difference between 
the construction there and the construction on 
the part of the line now completed. 

A report set in circulation by an officer of the 
Lake Street Elevated company stated that 8150. 
000 had been deposited at the First National Bank 
to bind a contract forthe sale of the road to a 
syndicate and that the deal was definitely closed. 
At the First National Bank ali knowledge of such 
a deposit is denied. The story must be set down 
on a par with many others with which officials of 
that line have been credited during the innumer- 
able negotiations for the disposal of it. 

Building bonds are becoming a feature of the 
investment market. A great number of new build- 
ings have been put up recently upon which bonds 
have been issued, and these are now being offered 
to investors. Lexington Hotel bonds to the 
amount of $250,000 have recently been put on the 
market. The bonds are 6 per cent and run for 
twenty years. These bonds and those of a num- 
ber of other building companies are building 
bonds pure and simple, they baving no lien on 
the real estate, which is held under a ninety-nine- 
year lease.

New Yoru, Oct. 6.—[{Special.|—The stock mar- 
ket as a whole reflected today the real conditions 
of the moment, which is a feeling of easy confi- 
dence, based upon the belief that the season’s 
worst snags have been passed. Three important 

ints are on all sides conceded ; that there is to 

no tightness in money; that the corn crop, 
whatever may be its actual magnitude, 1s now 
beyond the reach of harm ; that the silver menace 
has passed for the time out of its actual phase 
through the cessation of gold exports and the 
strengthening of the Treasury gold reserves. 
That this leaves the market generally in a 
normal condition has just been ro- 
flected, in perfectly logically 
by the routing out of the weak short interest. and the 
assive condition of the present market is an equal- 
y logical calm. The only disturbing feature today 
was an effort to renew the wild scramble after New 
England stock. The effort was successful for an 
hour or two. but did not impress the trading com- 
munity as it did a few days ago. Outside of New En- 
gland stock the only material charges were in Chica- 
go Gas and stilling certificates, where the shorts 
suffered again, and in Edison General Electric. The 
rest of the market. though slightiv irregular, was 
generally firm on a widely decreased business. To- 
wards the close prices fell off fractionally. largeiy 
because of realizing in New England and distilling 
certificates: but the changes were not important. 
Today's Treasury statement reflected the outgo for 
the October interest payments. from which a con- 
siderable decrease in epecies had been looked for. 
The result is encouraging. as it shows in this direc- 
tion. too, the reserve against the United States notes 
is amply protected. Practically the wermens of in- 
terest was wholly made in nited States notes. a 
task doubtless rendered easier by the bank demand 
ape currency at New York. The gold reserve, on 
the other hand, is larger than it was before the ar-

Drought threatening some reduc- 
tion from expected area of autumn seceding. 
Week's packing of hogs 170,000, against 155,000

During the last four days the inspection sheets 
show a total of 137,881 bu barley withdrawn from 
regular elevators, taken largely for loading into 
vessels, Eastern buyers have secured liberal 
quantities this week, one local broker buying 
1 100,000 bu for prompt shipment to New 

ork. The local stock last Saturday was re- 
ported at 175,871 bu. Receipts this week are un- 
usually great. Malt prices are nearly nominal, 
though the trade is now beginning to make con- 
tracts for the coming season.

Fruit and produce dealers on South Water street 
say the country trade is relatively better than that 
from the city, although the aggregate business is 
large.
